On the other hand, there is an 


erroneous impression that the hig her the moisture content, the more 


hea lthful the a tmosphere. It is especially unhcalthful to permit the 


humidity or moisture content to reach the point of dampness. N o doubt 


y ou hav e noticed the damp, clammy condition t^at ex ists in the room 


atmosphere when "sweat” collects on doer . walls and windows when 


heated rooms are tig htly closed during the winter season. Under this 


unhca lthful condition the clothing of those remaining in the room 


becomes partly saturated with water v apor. As the persons g o from a 


heated room into a cold one, the water v apor condenses into moisture. 


The chilling effect is the same as g oing out into cold w eather with damp, 


clammv c lothing . The possibility of serious results to health is obv ious.
